A VOICE FRO>1 NOKTII DAKOTA 


A VOICE in North Dakota stirred the legislature of that state 
whigh, in turn, when its voice had been raised in criticism ol con­ 
ditions in another state, led to a ringing protest from all sections 
of the United States. 
Peonage in Florida was revealed to the 
world, and the demand that called i it the end of an iniquitous 
system was so strong that 
Florida heeded 
it 
and ordered 
the abolition of the use of tie lash in prison camps and the end 
of the convict leasing system. 
t 
The name of Thomas Walter Higginbotham became identified 
with cruelty and barbarism and the public and press called for bis 
trial and conviction. 
A wave of disgust swept over the nation, as 
the details of whippings that led to the death of Martin Tabert. 
were made known. 
It is true that the public sometimes wondered 
if the stories fold were veracious or utterances that were born of 
the disordered imagination of men who had been abused. 
Be­ 
cause they could scarcely believe that such things could be, in the 
twentieth century, in a land that boasts of its civilisation, the 
public Wjis inclined to await the decision of a jury called to con­ 
sider the evidence in the case. That jury has returned its v< rdiet 
which convicts the accused of murder in the second degree. 
Two good things have resulted from the protest ol a voice 
in North Dakota: tin system of peonage is ended in Florida and 
the man who brutally whipped a prisoner, with such violence that 
he died as a result of the whipping, must pay the penalty, that is, 
unless a higher court throws out the verdict. 
The case leads :<> 
u consideration of the responsibility ol a man within a system and 
raises the question as to just how much a man may be relieved of 
individual responsibility because he is a part ol a system I hat is 
wroag. 
it*is established that the system in Florida encouraged 
sucii violence as that practiced by Thomas W alter Higginbotham 
'b u t it would not be fair to assume that it demanded that he act 
as brutally as the evidence proves that he acted. 
This is clearly 
a ctwe of a bad man in an evil ay stem and both are condemned 
by the evidence submitted. 
The system is ended and the brutal 
servant of the system must pay the penalty. 
And ail this ha- 
com? to pass because a citizen of North Dakota had a sense of the 
dignity of human life, even though that human life was lived by 
a prisoner, and havtfig this consciousness of human values ex­ 
pressed his disapproval of thi' wrongs committed in Florida. 
When the wrongs of the social organism are pointed out. public 
sentiment is ready to dtAftan8|tlÿif correction, and the means <>f 
redress is in UA? hands qf ihetpfoflt. 
This citizen of North Da­ 
kota had a sense of responsibility and he took upon himself the 
task of seeing to it that a story of inhuman treatment should be 
thoroughly investigated* and his assumption of his duty as a cii - 
zen has resulted in a forward movement in a state that, but for 
his Outspoken criticism, might have gone on with its peonage in 
which brutal men were permitted to practice their brutality.

FRANCE UtOfTs W $\C POWER I'lfT 


A fter 20 months France lias made a belated decision ami has 
become a party to the naval power pact drawn up n Washington 
where representatives of the nations gathered at the invitation ol 
the president of the United States, 
The decision of the chamber 
of deputies, which is almost certain to Ik* concurred in by the 
senate, will Ik* gratifying to the president of the United States 
and to those nations that met in conference to arrange the terms 
of the pact. 
The adoption of this naval agreement by the chamber of dep­ 
uties will relieve France of criticism from other nations, that huvi 
been, inclined to accuse ihe French government of harboring mili­ 
taristic ideas. 
The French policy as manifested in the Ruhr val­ 
ley has not been calculated to lead to the conclusion that France is 
ready to introduce other methods than those of force, but perhaps 
France may understand the German psychology as well or better 
than her critics. 
It is certain that some of the criticisms of the French policy 
come from sources that rob them of much of their sting. 
Llo.vd 
George is one of the most outspoken critics of France at this time, 
and yet history discloses the fact that he had a great deal to do 
with the treaty of Vt rsaiiles which is largely responsible for the 
French attitude at this time. 
History further proves that the po 
sition taken by Lloyd George today is strangely different from his 
policies when he was in control (J the affairs of Great Britain 
It is not so long ago that British foires were facing Turkish force» 
in the Near Fast and the situation was so critical that the officer 
in command of the British forces snid in Constantinople, accord 
ing lo an American traveler who was present, that one shot vvouk 
have issued in another world war. 
Rut at this time, when F r a n a 
has a strong military machine which constitutes a threat to other 
powers, the ex-premier of Britain is talking loudly about tht 
danger of military force, and the fact that nothing can he aceom 
plished by force which contains the threat of an outbreak of hos 
tiiitieg between peoples. 
It looks very mueh like a n u tu y of ap 
predating force when one’s own forces are ascendant and repu 
dialing force when nue s own forces are not equal to those of an 
other power. 
Probably the French attitude is wrong, that is when it is con 
sidered apart from the facts that called lor the attitude taken 
But Germ any’s position must lu* taken int.) consideration when 
attem pts are made* to judge French polic.v. 
There is hope for a better future in France's decision to ac 
cept the terms of the naval pact. Not in a minute will victory in* 
won over the voices that demand that nations seek military and 
naval supremacy', and those who have used such forces in the 
* past are not able champit ns ol a new order, like David of old they 
may wish to build the temple of peace, to hear the voice of a 
prophet say ing that they must leave the building of the temple 
to others whose hands are not stained with blood. 
Those who lead the people on the road to peace will not be 
politician^ or concessionaires but men who are of the people and 
speak the language of the people. The W ashington pact— forward 
looking though it be— was a pact made by diplomats and econo­ 
mists. 
It was a reduction-in-armaments pact and not a peace 
pact. 
The world's peace pact will lie written by representatives 
of the people themselves and not by representatives of govern­ 
ments as governments are today. 


W il li a m J e n n i n g s B r y a n has four planks upon which the 
democrats may stand in 1921. 
They are good, strong planks, if 
they are to be used to serve as a platform for the insurgents in 
the nation. But there is nothing much about them tnat wouid 
indicate that they are better than those of the republican party. 
Mr. Bryan tells the world that the farm ers are in a bad way. 
They have known this for some time*, and republican governors 
and congressmen have b'c n doing their best to Improve the farm ­ 
er’s lot. 
The "Commoner” says that something must be done to 
improve the itua'ion, and that is what others have been saying 
for some time and they have not only said it, they have been 
working at it. 
The three-time.-,-candid.":e for the presidency says that some­ 
thing must be d&ne to settli disputes between capital and labor 
before these result in strikes and lockouts. 
This also is a well 
known fact, and in states like Kansas something has been done 
and the something is not working any too well. 
Secretary J. J. 
Davis, in cooperation with Secretary H erbert Hoover, have been 
working on this problem and just at present there are no grave 
industrial disturbances. 
Joining his voice to that of the radical interests in the coun­ 
try Mr, Bryan tells the people that the f ederal Reserve bank is 
in the hands of Wall street. There are many who will believe him 
and many of these will wonder why representative 
of his party 
have been silent as it was being swallowed up. 
Attacking Wall 
street is a pleasant pastime in these days. 
But Mr. Bryan has yet another im portant fact to disclose. 
He says that there an* profit'ers abroad in the land. 
Doubtless 
that is true, and it is further true that profiteering in a big way 
had its birth when Mr. Bryan was a part of the Wilson adm in­ 
istration. 
11« wan where he nuj ht have resisted the initial efforts 
of profiteers who, getting along splendidly during the Wilson re­ 
gime, have been hard to kill of! by tin- (larding administration 
that found them quite healthy and ambitious. 
Mr. Bryan has told the country nothing that it did not al­ 
ready know, nor has hi* told it anything relative to how the wrongs 
are to be corrected.

A VOICE KROM NORTH DAKOTA 


A VOICE in North Dakota .stirred the legislature of thai state 
whiih, in turn, when its voice had been raised in criticism of con­ 
ditions in another state, led to a ringing protest from all .sections 
of the United States. 
Peonage in Florida was revealed to the1 
world, and the demand that called for the end of an iniquitous 
system 
was so strong that 
Florida heeded 
it and 
ordered 
the abolition of the use of the lash in prison camps and the end 
of the convict leasing system. 
t 
The name of Thomas Walter Higginbotham became identified 
with cruelty and barbarism and the public and press called for his 
trial and conviction. 
A wave of disgust swept over the nation, as 
the details of whippings that led to the death of Martin Tabert 
were made known, 
ft is true that the public sometimes w o n d e m 
if the stories told were veracious or utterances that were born of 
the disordered imagination of men who had been abused. 
De­ 
cause they could scarcely believe that such things could be, in the 
twentieth century, in a land that boasts of its civilization, tin 
public wits inclined to await the decision of a ju ry called to con­ 
sider the evidence in the case. 
That ju ry has returned its verdict 
which convicts the accused of m urder in the second degree. 
Two good things have resulted from the protest of a voice 
in North Dakota: the system of peonage is ended in Florida and 
the man who brutally whipped a prisoner, with such violence that 
he died as a result of the whipping, must pay tho penalty, that is, 
unless a higher court throws out the verdict. 
The ease leads to 
a consideration of the responsibility of a man within a system and 
raises the question as to just how much a man may be relieved of 
individual responsibility because he is a part ot a system that is 
wrong. 
It.'is established that the system in Florida encouraged 
such violence as that practiced by Thomas Waller Higginbotham 
'b u t it would not be fair to assume that it demanded that he act 
as brutally as the evidence proves that he acted. 
This is clearly 
a case of a bad man in an evil system and both are condemned 
by the evidence submitted. 
The system is ended and the brutal 
servant of the system must pay the penalty. 
And all this has 
eom£ to pass because a citizen of North Dakota had a sense of the 
dignity of human life, even though that human life was lived by 
a prisoner, and having this consciousness of human values ex­ 
pressed his disapproval of the wrongs committed in Florida. 
When the wrongs of the social organism are pointed out, public 
sentiment is ready th demand;timely correction, a n d ' the means of 
redress is in'tilt1 hands of the#people, 
This citizen -of North Da­ 
kota had a sense of responsibility and he took upon himself the 
task of seeing to it that a story of inhuman treatment should be 
thoroughly investigated, and his assumption of his duty as a citi­ 
zen has resulted in a forward movement in a state that, but for 
his outsiMiken criticism, might have gone on with its peonage in 
which brutal men were permitted to practice their brutality. 


BRY AN IM TS FOUR PEA NKS IN T H E PLATFOR M 


W illiam J en n in g s B ryan has four planks upon which the 
democrats may stand in 1921.

FRA NTE AD OPTS N A T A L T O W E R F A I T 


AFTER 20 months France has made a belated decision and has 
become a party to the naval power pact drawn up in Washington 
where representatives of the nations gathered at the invitation of 
the president of the United States. 
'The decision of the chamber 
of deputies, which is almost certain to be concurred in by the 
senate, will be gratifying to Hie president of the United States 
and to those nations thai met in conference to a rra n g e the terms 
of the pact. 
The adoption of this naval agreement by the chamber of dep­ 
uties will relieve Fian ce of criticism from other nations, that have 
been. inclined to accuse the French government of harboring mili­ 
taristic ideas. 
The French policy as manifested in the Ruhr val­ 
ley has not been calculated to lead to the conclusion that France is 
leady to introduce other methods than those of force, but perhaps 
France may understand the German psychology as well or better 
than her critics. 
It is certain that some of the criticisms of the French policy 
come from sources that rob them of much of their sting. 
Lloyd 
George is one of the most outspoken critics of France at this time, 
and yet history discloses the fact that he had a great deal to do 
with the treaty of Versailles which is largely responsible for the 
French attitude at this time. 
History fu rth e r proves that the po­ 
sition taken by Lloyd George today is strangely different from his 
policies when he was in control af the affairs of Great Britain. 
It is not so long ago that British forces were facing Turkish forces 
in the Near East and the situation was so critical that the officer 
in command of the British forces said in Constantinople, accord­ 
ing to an American traveler who was present, that one shot would 
have issued in another world war. 
Rut at this time, when France 
has a strong military machine which constitutes a threat to other 
powers, the ex-premier of Britain is talking loudly about the 
danger of military force, and the fact that nothing can be accom­ 
plished by force which contains the threat of an outbreak of hos­ 
tilities between peoples. 
It looks very much like a m atter of ap­ 
preciating force when one’s own forces are ascendant and repu­ 
diating force when one’s own forces are not equal to those of an­ 
other power. 
Probably the French attitude is wrong, that is when it is con­ 
sidered apart from the facts that called for the attitude taken. 
B u t G erm an y ’s position must be taken into consideration when 
attem pts are made to judge French policy. 
There is hope for a better future in F ra n ce ’s decision to ac­ 
cept the term s of the naval pact. 
Not in a minute will victory be 
won over the voices that demand that nations seek military and 
naval supremacy, and those who have used such forces in the 
4 past are not able champions of a new order, like David of old they 
m ay wish to build the temple of peace, to hear the voice of a 
prophet saying that they must leave the building of the temple 
to others whose hands are not stained with blood. 
Those who lead the people on the road to peace will not be 
politicians or concessionaires but men who are of the people and 
speak the language of the people. 
The Washington pact-—forward 
looking though it be— was a pact made by diplomats and econo­ 
mists. 
It was a reduction-in-armaments pact and not a peace 
pact. 
The world’s peace pact will be written by representatives 
of the people themselves and not by representatives of govern­ 
ments as governments are today.
